Grand jury, gangster- 
style slaying linked? 


A Collinsville bartender who was slain in 
a gangland-style shooting in Missouri 
early this week was a witness this summer 
before a federal grand jury which at that 
time was investigating alleged corruption 
in connection with prostitution and other 
racketeering activities in Madison and 
Madison County, according to information 
obtained by the Press-Record. 

Don Ellington, 47, who was known 
among associates in the Collinsville and 
St. Louis areas as “The Bear,” was shot 
three times in the-head in his car on a 
lonely Missouri .side-road near Festus, 
Mo., Sunday night. 

Authorities have fixed the time of the 
shooting at about 8:30 p.m., an hour and a 
half after Ellington had left his rural 
Collinsville home, telling his wife he was 
going to a meeting. 

As investigators of the Greater St. Louis 


Major Case Squad intensified their search 
for a motive in the Ellington slaying, 
another shooting victim identified as 
Dennis McIntosh, 26, of the 2700 block of 
Arlington Avenue in State Park Place, was 
admitted early Tuesday morning to 
Memoria! Hospital, Belleville, suffering a 
bullet wound in the stomach. His condition 
was reported as serious, 

Members of the Major Case Squad met 
in Belleville Wednesday afternoon with 
agents of the Illinois.Division of Criminal 
Investigation and the St, Clair County 
sheriff's department to determine if the 
two shootings may be linked to a fight 
between factions for control of prostitution 
in the State Park Place and Collinsville 
Road areas. 

Ellington was described by Sheriff 
Walter “Buck” Buerger of Jefferson 
County, Mo., where his slaying occurred, 


Only 2 lanes 
for overpass

Granite City is awaiting a final okay by 
the Federal Highway Administration of a 
proposal to cut back the proposed down- 
town overpass from a four-lane to a two- 
lane roadway, City Council members were 
told by Mayor Paul Schuler Tuesday night. 
The revision in plan is expected to 
reduce by $2.6 million the estimated cost of 
building the structure, fixed earlier at 
more than $7 million, and thereby cut to 
$1.3 million the amount of money still 
needed by the city to complete the over- 
pass financing, the mayor said 
He noted that the revision of design 
plans toa two-lane highway should enable 
the city to call bids for construction work 
in March or April next year. 
Actually, the mayor said in response to a

as a ‘‘known police character" with a long 
police record. 

He was subpoenaed to appear earlier 
this year before the federal grand jury that 
later indicted two former Madison 
policeman and one suspended Madison 
officer who since have been convicted on 
racketeering and perjury charges. 
Ellington was present regularly as a 
spectator during the Madisonians’ trial at 
Alton in June and July 1978. 

Ellington, who had been employed as a 
bartender at the Cahokia Downs Race 
Track for the past eight years by Sports 
Service of Buffalo, N.Y., was carrying a 
pipefitters’ union card in his wallet, along 
with evidence of his race track em- 
ployment when his body was found, Sheriff 
Buerger said. He was business agent of 
East St. Louis Bartenders Union 332. 

Residents in the area of Missouri High- 
way TT near the junction of Interstate 55 
and U.S. Route 61 five miles south of 
Festus, Mo., called Buerger’s office 
Sunday night ahd reported hearing shots. 

Deputies found Ellington's car with the 
300-pound -bartender slumped over the 
wheel. He had, been shot with a .38 caliber 
pistol, Buerger said. 

As officers arrived, Ellington’s car, a 
1974 Cadillac, began burning. Authorities 
said they believed that when the man was 
shot and his body slumped, a leg jammed 
the accelerator, racing the motor and 
causing it to overheat. Ellington's body 
was not burned. 

Witnesses living in the area reported 
that after hearing shots, they went to the 
scene and saw a second car race away, but 
Buerger said his deputies were unable to 
get a good description of it. 

Major Robert Lowery of Florissant, Mo., 
who is heading the Major Case Squad 
investigation into the Ellington slaying, 
said there appears to be a connection 
between the Ellington and McIntosh 
shootings. 

“There is a possibility that this 
(McIntosh) shooting was in retaliation” 
for the Ellington shooting, Lowery said. 

Investigators said McIntosh, who was

The David Davis Associates of St. Louis, 
hired by the board to coordinate future 
plans for the village, has released the first 
phase of its report which recommends the 
village stop operating on a ‘‘day-to-day” 
basis with the money available and con- 
sider imposing taxes to assure orderly 
growth. 


Reprimands 
voted by city

Venice Building Inspector John 
Boushard is ending his duties and the 
termination date was made immediate by 
the Venice City Council in action taken 
Tuesday evening. 

The Madison Branch of the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People (NAACP) sought this and 
other actions, and the City Council voted 
its agreement. : 

Boushard had been criticized for putting 
a “condemned” sign on a frame residence 
at 1242 Robin St., Venice, which later 
burned down and’ now is the object of 
federal, state and local’ arson in- 
vestigations, The fire that destroyed the 
vacant dwelling occurred Oct. 7. 

Boushard turned in his letter | of 
resignation to Mayor William M. Eber- 
soldt, to be effective Nov. 1, and by 
unanimous council action the resignation 
date was made effective as of Tuesday's 
council meeting. 

Boushard is moving out of Venice. 

Alderman Thomas Voegele said, “I want 
to go on record and say I feel John 
Boushard has done a lot for this city. 

“Many people just do not understand the 
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Village operations currently are sup- 
ported only by sales taxes and utility 
taxes. 


It also recommends the village consider 
going into intentional debt, up to a limit of 


, $525,000, to show its financial need for 


federal grants. The Davis report notes that 
some federal grants are available only to 
village and municipalities which are in 
debt. 

“We highly recommend that, if the 
trustees want Pontoon Beach to undergo 
some ‘facelifting’ and achieve some or- 
derly growth, it incur some debts to allow 
for planned corporate improvements,” the 
report indicates. 

It recommends that only taxes which 
can be imposed without a referendum 
should be considered, due to the difficulty 
in getting voters to approve additional 
taxes. 

Critical that village officials have not 
planned financially for growth in the 
village, the report notes, ‘The review of 
the base income of the village shows that it 
has primarily operated on the basis ofa 
year-to-year estimated income, and, based 
on that estimate, figured what it could and 
would spend. |! | { 

“This shows the complete absence of 
‘planned base’ income. No one has ever 
planned ways to increase that income 
which the village can always count on, nor 
has anyone ever planned to broaden the 
regular income by adding new revenue 
sources,’! according to the Davis. report. 

It suggests the income base needed 
should be ‘calculated by determining 
what services the people of the village will 
want, plus what the trustees of the village 
determine to be the future needs of the 
village. These citizen and village needs, 
often the same, ‘are then, if needed, 
tapered down to how much revenue can 
reasonably be expected to be levied." 

Property taxes are suggested since | the- 
tax “is stable and easy to predict and’ 
appears to be a fair way of distributing a 
municipality's services, Of course, there- 
are some disadvantages, such as’ 
restrictions upon the use of funds and the 
necessity, in many cases, of referendums. 

“The latter restriction has given 
municipalities such problems that, in most 
cases, -we do not recommend levying any 
tax that requires a referendum ... We 
might point out that, in some cases, costs

Mental health program cutback 


Held to the lowest percentage budget 
increase of any agency in Madison County, 
the Mental Health Clinic Quad-City Center 
decided Tuesday night to reduce its ser- 
viees: in line with the financial squeeze. 

The cutback is being necessitated by 
funding decisions of the Madison County 
Mental Health Board (Law 708), officials 
at the local center said. It. operates 
counseling clinics in Granite City, 
Edwardsville and Highland. 

The center at 2024 State St. will be the 
scene of a public open house from 1 to 5 
p.m. Sunday. 

Quad-City Center had a $162,000 
allocation from the 708 Board for the 
December 1977-November 1978 year and 
sought $205,449 for December 1978- 
November 1979, including proposed ex- 
pansion of services. 

“The 708 Board has voted to increase the 
county allocation to the Quad-City Center 
by only $5,000, to $167,000," a local 
spokesman said. “This 3.2 percent in- 
crease won't cover the inflated cost of 
doing business in 1979. 

“The 167,000 allocated will necessitate a 
reduction in service levels. 

“The board of directors feels it will be

Brakes — You need equal 
braking on all wheels to avoid a 
skid on slick roads. Have brakes 
checked. Reline if necessary 

Tires — Good tires with good 
treads are important all year 
long. but especially so an snowy 
and icy pavements, Snow tires 
provide additional pulling 
power in loosely packed snow.

The mock elections are seen 
as a practical exercise in 
citizenship education, designed 
tohelp instill in future voters an 
appreciation of the importance 
of their right to vote — and to 
help defin the responsibilities 
each has in a 
democracy 

State Superintendent of 
Education Joseph M._ Cronin 
said today, “When- the 26th 
Amendment to the Constitution 
was ratified, millions of 
younger Americans became 
eligible to vote. However, too 
few understood registration and 
voting procedures, and  sub- 
sequently have not exercised 
this most basic of democratic 
privileges. 

“The mock elections have 
been scheduled to coincide with 
the 1978 general election to help 
stimulate students to improve 
their knowledge of the electoral 
process. 

“This program also provides 
an opportunity for students to 
become more informed on the 
key issues that currently have 
the foucs of public attention.”

Subpoenas ordering the three 
former Madison police officers 
convicted of racketeering and 
perjury to appear before a 
federal grand jury have been 
withdrawn, U.S. Attorney 
Gerald Fines said Wednesday. 

While Fines declined to give 
details, the development 
followed the filing of motions on 
Tuesday to squash the sub- 
poenas. They had been sum- 
moned to testify that day. 

The former officers, Ronald 
Grzywacz, 41, Richard 
Krieshok, 49, and Edward 
Goclan, 36, had been scheduled 
to appear in the grandjury's 
continuing investigation of 
allegations regarding govern-. 
ment in Madison County. 

Attorneys for the trio said the 
former police would’ be placed 
in double jeopardy if forced to 
testify while their perjury 
appeals are’ pending. 

They noted that the Fifth 
Amendment. privilege against 
self-incrimination ‘not only 
extends to answers that would 
in themselves. support a con- 
vietion under-a federal criminal 
statute, but likewise embraces 
those which would furnish a link 
in the chain of evidence needed 
to prosecute the claimant for a 
federal crime.”” 

Conceding that Gordon Liddy 
was required to testify under a 
grant of immunity in the 
Watergate case in Washington, 
D.C., after he had been con- 
victed, the defense attorneys 
said: 

“Liddy under the grant of 
immunity was given the 
protection co-extensive with the 
Fifth Amendment since 
testimony derived from the 
grand jury couldn’t be used if he

now being incurred as administrative 
expenses could be paid for by a very small 
property tax levy, thereby freeing the 
present administrative allocation for 
something else,” the report noted. 

It also suggests specific taxes for ser- 
vices can be imposed without referen- 
dums. 

Taxes which may be imposed without 
referendum include .075 percent (7%-cents 
per $100 assessed valuation) for fire 
protection; .075 percent for police 
Protection; .075 percent for parks; .25 
percent for coporate purposes; .20 percent 
for garbage disposal; .15 percent for a 
library; .05 percent for emergency ser- 
vices and disaster operations; .05 percent 
for a cash fund for library services; .05 
percent for the public benefit; .0333 per- 
cent for public comfort stations; .02 
percent for school crossing guards; 01666 
percent of maintenance of sewers; .05 
percent for street lighting, and .05 percent 
for development of a working cash fund 

Other taxes available include: levying 
the necessary rate to meet the 
requirements of the Ilinois municipal 
retirement fund; imposing a $10 to $20 tax 
on motor vehicies (depending on horse- 
power); taxes levied at.a rate necessary 
to meet the costs of auditing the books, 
meeting the police pension fund expenses 
and of the social security fund, and a tax to 
meet the cost of special insurance 
premiums. 


Davis notes in the report that a review of 
the village’s income ‘clearly shows that 
some alternative methods must be im- 
plemented in order to finance needed 
improvements, regardless of scope. 


“The village needs- improved arterial 
facilities (roads), improved drainage 
facilities, a maintenance department with 
accompanying equipment and a variety of 
localized improvements such as paved 
streets with curbs and guttering 


“In addition, much of the housing stock 
of the village needs improvement and 
entire areas could benefit from a 
‘revitalization process.’ The village also. 
lacks an identity, which is sorely needed to 
attract additional population’ and, more 
importantly, new commercial and_in- 
dustrial facilities which are an integral 
part of proper growth,” the report states. 


It also notes that a wide variety of 
village improvements can be undertaken 
through planned indebtedness, including 
the issuance of general obligation and 
revenue bonds. 

“It should be noted that there is ab- 
solutely no financial excuse for a 
municipality to be debt-free,” according to 
the report. 


A real estate tax of 10-cents per $100 
assessed valuation would support about 
$60,000 in general obligation bonds and a 
higher tax rate could be considered if 
additional improvements are planned. A 
referendum would be required, it is noted 

Revenue bonds could be issued for 
water, sewer and municipal services for 
which fees are charged to repay the bonds. 
The consultants said they saw no potential 
in the village for these types of services 
and, therefore, no need to consider 
revenue bonds at this time. 


Village residents in a given block, area 
or subdivision could petition for specific 
improvements — such as streets, gutters, 
curbs, street lights, sidewalks and 
drainage improvements — and taxes can 


be imposed to repay those improvements « 


over a long period, Dvis states. 
The village also may utilize long-term 
installment purchases or leases with 
options to buy to purchase buildings and 
equipment. “With respect to Pontoon 
Beach, this would be a way to acquire 
maintenance department equipment, such 
as dump trucks, grader, and help to buy 
fire trucks and other equipment,” it notes. 


A primary motive for “intentional debt” 
is to improve the village's chances of 
receiving federal or state grants for from 
50 percent to 85 percent of the cost of most 
improvements. 

A comprehensive plan looking at the 
needs five, 10 or even 15 years into the 
future will be important to show that 
grants be needed to reach those goals. 

Grants which should be sought: im- 
mediately should be for village planning, 
public facilities, community development 
block projects, industrial development, 
highway safety, land and water con. 
servation, open land acquisition, public 
works employment programs and Illinois 
Department of Transportation grants. 

The consulting firm also recommends 
the village initiate a program of 
codification of all ordinances, resolutions 
and village documents which will aid in 
applying for grants, as well as in 
preparing comprehensive plans for the 
future.

time he put into the job, which is not a 24- 
hour-a-day position.

“When the smaller roadway was 
suggested, we immediately called in the 
engineers who have been designing plans 


for the overpass,” the mayor said. The- 


overpass planning and engineering has 
been handled by the M.W. Architects & 
Engineers, a St. Louis planning and 
engineering firm. 

“We explained the situation and asked 
them if they could revise the plans from 
the four-lane to two-lane highway by early 
January. We said that if they couldn't, we 
would ‘start calling on some other 
engineers,’” the mayor noted, 

“They assured us that they could have 
plans to us by early January," he said, 
“and we told them to go ahead.” 

When plans first were begun for the 
overpass project two years ago, cost was 
estimated at $4 million. This later rose to 
$5 million, Several months ago, however, 
the mayor announced that an updating of 
design plans had resulted in a new 
estimate of more than $7 million, a factor 
that: left the city approximately $3.5 
million short in its financing 
arrangements. 5 

Thus far the city has received com- 
mitments for $3,699,045 toward the 
overpass construction. This includes $1.4 
million in Federal Aid to Urban System 
(FAUS) grants, $1,711,045 from the Illinois 
Commerce Commission’s grade crossing 
safety fund and $588,000 in Community 
Development Block grants, 

If the city qualifies for the $1.3 million in 


funds from the UDAG grant, it would have 
the total of $5 million needed to build the 
overpass. 

Arvil Taylor, administrative aide to the 
mayor who prepared the application for 
UDAG funds, said the reduction in the size, 
and consequently the cost, of the overpass 
structure, also has resulted in reducing the 
amount sought in the UDAG application 
which will be filed with the Housing and 
Urban Development Agency. 

Taylor noted the original UDAG ap- 
plication requested $3.5 million with $3 
million of that amount earmarked for the 
overpass. 

The revision application, he explained in 
a prepared outline of the program 
presented to City Council members 
Tuesday night, now calls for $1.3 million 
for the overpass, $250,000 for low cost 
housing rehabilitation loans, $100,000 for 
housing rehabilitation grants, $200,000 for 
a rental property rehabilitation rendering 
fund, and $50,000 for administration costs 
over a three-year period 

Under the plan, the $200,000 in UDAG 
funds will be made available to project 
area property owners who are willing to 
perform the necessary rehabilitation on 
their property. 

These property owners would submit 
proposals to the Housing Rehabilitation 
Committee which would review them to 
see if they meet project goals and comply 
with requirements. 

Banks participating in the program 
would review the financial capability of 
the applicant. If the proposal is approved, 
the requested rehabilitation funds wouJd 
be awarded at a 2.5 percent interest rate 
repayable over a five year period, or in a 
lump sum if the property is sold. As the 
funds are repaid, other proposals would be 
financed.

Pontoon delays issue 
over ‘growth’ report 


The Pontoon Beach Village 
Board voted Tuesday night to 
have the consulting firm of 
David Davis Associates, St. 
Louis, organize, revise and 
codify all the village's or- 
dinances at a cast of $5,600 

The firm is to review all 
village ordinances, group them 
by subject, eliminate all 
overlapping regulations. and 
unnecessary phrases, index all 
the ordinances and prepare 
them for printing. 

The village then will seek bids 
to have the codified ordinances 
published in hard-bound 
editions. The consulting firm 
recommended the codification 
to ease future planning and 
annexations. 

The village also will be 
responsible for printing of an 
official zoning map, which will 
accompany the ordinance 
manual. The codification work 
is expected to require about six 
months to complete. 

The need for codified or- 
dinances was one of the 
recommendations made by the 
Davis firm in the first phase of a 
lengthy study into village 
operations and its potential for 
growth. 


Another part of that study 
listed alleged practices by the 
village’s. treasurer, Loretta 
Skinner, which the consultants 
questioned, including failure to 
publish the treasurer's annual 
report, hard to find records and 
fund balances which did not 
agree with the records. 


The allegations made by the 
report, denied by the treasurer, 
led to efforts by Village Board 
President Floyd David Moss to, 
have Mrs. Skinner dismissed 
from her post 


Moss wrote Mrs. Skinner a 
certified letter notifying her of 
her dismissal, but Mrs. Skinner 
did not pick up the letter at the 
post office, saying she was 
aware of its contents and 
preferred to fight against ef- 
forts to remove her, which she 
contends are politically 
motivated. 

It was noted Moss dismissed 
her once before, in October 1976,

treasurer’s post. 

At that time, Moss contended 
she was violating state law 
which required her to swear 
under oath to the accuracy of 
each month's treasurer's 
report. Mrs. Skinner said she 
took an oath of office and signed 
each month's reports, thereby 
swearing to their accuracy. 

The board met in special 
session five days later and 
voted 4 to 1 to reinstate the 
treasurer, with Skinner ab- 
staining and Moss not having to 
vote. 

A period of uneasy calm 
followed, during which the 
president and board initiated 
planning for the village's future 
growth, including the hiring of 
the David Davis Associates 
firm to review village 
operations and make recom- 
mendations. 

The first phase of their 
report, released last week, 
noted difficulties in obtaining 
complete financial records for 
the village, including the latest 
audit report. 

Skinner noted the records 
listed as missing are in the 
possession of the treasurer and 
she was not asked for them. He 
also responded that the latest 
audit report, dealing with the 
1977-78 fiscal year, is being 
prepared by Tragrasser & 
Associates of Belleville and is 
not yet due 

Both he and his wife con- 
tended ‘the official audit will 
show the village books in proper 
order. 

The consultant’s report also 
alleged Mrs. Skinner violated 
state law by failing to publish 
annual treasurer's reports in a

newspaper. Skinner said, he 
previously was told by an at- 
torney that legal publication of 
the report was necessary only if 
the village collected real estate 
taxes, which it does not. 

That question is 
researched, Moss said. 

Since Mrs. Skinner failed to 
pick up the certified letter 
dismissing her, Moss said he 
would ask for her resignation at 
Tuesday night’s village board 
meeting 

However, after taking action 
on other matters, the board 
went into private executive 
session to discuss “personnel,” 
and then returned to open 
session and recessed the 
meeting until 10 a.m, Saturday. 
The treasurer issue was not 
discussed during the meeting 

Asked later by ‘the Press- 
Record the status of the 
treasurer issue, Moss said he 
had expected Mrs. Skinner's 
resignation before Tuesday 
night's meeting, but would 
accept it Saturday morning, if 
submitted. Moss said he 
believed she would resign by 
Saturday, 

Mrs. Skinner said she did not 
wish to comment on the issue 
but her husband, an accountant, 
told the Press-Record he can 
find nothing wrong with the 
treasurer's records and does 
not believe his wife should 
resign, at least until after ‘ther 
name has been cleared.” 

Skinner said he feels even if 
Moss does fire his wife at 
Saturday's special session, 
there is “‘a strong possibility” 
the board will override the 
firing 

An override vote will require 
four votes (two-thirds majority) 
in favor of Mrs. Skinner, in 
addition to her husband, who is 
likely to abstain to avoid a 
possible conflict of interest 
“We are not counting our votes, 
but I do feel the board will do 
what is right,” he noted. 

He also disclosed that his wife 
has been considering resigning 
the position for several months, 
due to time and workload 
considerations, and: probably 
will do so when a new village 
president is elected in April, if 
the suspicion raised. by Moss 
has been cleared 

Moss has announced he will 
not seek re-election as 
president :

Republican Congressional 
candidate Dan Stack of Ilinois’ 
23rd District appeared on 
KETC-TV, Channel 9, Wed- 
nesday evening. Incumbent 
Representative Melvin Price 
declined the invitation to 
debate, extended to both can- 
didates by the League of 
Women Voters. 

Stack, when asked whether he 
was making a campaign issue 
bf Cong. Price's age and health, 
replied, “I have never made an 
issue of Mr. Price's age or 
health, nor do I intend to. Others 
have raised the issue, ineluding 
the chairman of the Committee 
to Elect » Independent 
Democrats.” 

Stack was asked what he 
thought he cotld offer which 
would ‘make up for less ex- 
perience and less seniority. “A 
freshman congressman can be 
more . effective than an ex- 
perienced man, if he has close 
contracts with the people and 
votes their will,” he responded. 

Stack said the proposed 
Columbia-Waterloo _metropo- 
litan airport is not a dead issue 
and that studies he has read 
indicate there is no alternative 
site. “It must eventually be 
built at Columbia-Waterloo, and 
we must do all we can to get it 
started as soon as possible,” he 
told the television audience. 

Asked about federal energy 
policy, Stack replied, “‘We need 
to put more effort into™ 
development of all new sources 
of energy. If we can land a man 
on the moon within a decade, 
then certainly we can move our 
energy needs. We need a 
Congress that is willing to 
move."* 

Stack said he would fight for 
passage of a pro-life amend- 
ment. “We must overcome the 
Supreme Court's ridiculous 
side-stepping of the issue. That 
issue is, ‘Is this human life?’ If 
so, that life must be protected 
as a person under the Con- 
stitution."” 
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Stack promises close contact 
with people, voting their will 


Responding to a question on 
the need for a new lock and dam 
at Alton, Stack said, “‘There is 
no doubt that a new lock and 
dam is necessary." As to 
barge line user fees, he said, 
‘Wisile there is a question as to 
the constitutionality of a fee for 
using the navigable waters of 
the United States, users of our 
highways pay taxes.

Stack expressed strong 
misgivings about the recent 
extension of the deadline for 
ratification of the Equal Rights 
Amendment, saying, “We do 
not need to tie up the state’s 
legislative process with more 
endless debate on this issue. 
The states have had seven years 
to ratify, longer than any 
previous amendment has 
required.” 

Stack declined to close the 
door entirely on possible 
diplomatic relations with Cuka. 
But he said, ‘This country had 
better be careful about any 
dealings with a government 
which already stabbed us in the 
back many times."”

It’s going to be approved by 
the voters, whatever its 
merits or demerits might be. 
No advisory referendum has 
ever been defeated once it got 
‘on the ballot. 

But don’t be in a hurry to 
spend your tax savings. 
Lawmakers have fully 
complied with the results of 
only nine of the 21 previous 
advisory referenda — 
counting the five elections in 
which the public called for 
Prohibition to be abolished or 
changed. 

Even when lawmakers 
have gone along with voters’ 
recommendations, it’s 
sometimes taken them as 
long as 60 years to do so. 

Thompson’s proposal, 
which asks if voters support 
ceilings on taxes and 
spending by the state, local 
governments and school 
districts, seems to be riding 
the crest of . popular 
sentiment. 

‘But he might want to 
consider how fast citizens 
changed their minds about 
the last advisory referendum 
in Illinois. 

He also might want to 
ponder the irony in the fact 
that that measure also was a 
“Thompson Proposition’ 
(referring to Mayor “Big 
Bill” Thompson of Chicago, 
not Governor Big Jim.) 

William Hale Thompson 
was a zany figure in Chicago 
Republican politics from, 1915 
into the 1930s, His success 
was due partly to his support 
for loose enforcement of 
Prohibition laws; partly to 
campaign antics that 
involved such props as caged 
rats; and partly, in a town 
dorninated politically by the 
Irish, to a promise he once 
made to “‘punch King George 
in the snoot.”” 

Thompson's last hurrah 
was in 1938, when he 
spearheaded Illinois’ 
isolationist movement, The 
public that year, by a vote of 
1.6 million to 957,000, 
approved an _ advisory 
referendum instructing 
Illinois congressmen to vote 
against a national draft for a 
war on foreign soil. 

That referendum also is the 
only one to include the name 
vf an individual, asking, 
“Shall the people of the state 
of Illinois approve the 
William Hale Thompson 
public policy proposal which 
provides that all members in 
the Congress of the United 
States from the state of 
Mllinois shall vote no on all 
legislation for the drafting of 
American boys to fight on 
foreign soil?” 

Nevertheless, Congress 
established the U.S. Selective 
Service System in 1940. 

Several other referenda 
have met with similar 
results. 

In 1902 and 1910, for 
instance, the electorate said 
voters ought to be able to pass 
state laws by direct vote, 
without legislative 
involvement. A second 
proposal in 1902 made the 
same recommendation for 
local government. In 1904, 
voters approved a 
referendum calling for the 
public to be able to veto 
ordinances passed by local 
“government, In 1904, voters 
approved a referendum 
calling for the public to be 
-able to veto ordinances 
passed by local governing 
bodies, and in 1919 they said 
citizens should have veto 
power over the General 
Assembly. 

None of those votes was 
acted on, although the ballot 
margins were as high as six 
to one. (The 1970 state 
constitution does allow 
constitutional amendments to 
be made through the

A 1912 referendum 

endorsed the “‘open primary” 
system, under which voters 
would not have to declare 
their party affiliations in 
primary elections.

Voters recommended an 
effective civil service system 
for state employees in 1910; 
but the earliest version — 
how effective it was is 
another question — wasn’t 
approved by the legislature 
until 1955. 

Limits on and disclosure of 
campaign expenditures also 
were endorsed in 1910 — it 
must have been a bad year 
for political abuses — but 
Illinois’ campaign disclosure’ 
law wasn’t approved until the 
1970s. There still are no 
spending limits.

—When you think aboat it, do 
you feel guilty about your 
drinking? 

If your answer was “NO" to 
all the questgons above you are 
a safe and social drinker. If not 
you need help. Call the numbers 
above, they want to help YOU, 
the speakers said.

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More women now report rape, BPW told 


The incidence of criminal 
rape apparently is growing, but 
more and more women now are 
speaking up about such crimes, 
Assistant State’s Attorney 
Stephanie Robbins of Madison 
County told a group of women. 

Mrs. Robbins was the 
featured speaker at the annual 
“Legislative Night” dinner of 
the Granite City Business and 
Professional Women's Club 

The event was held last week 
in the Matador Room at Mr. 
Yae’s in St. Louis County 

Another highlight of the 
evening was the induction of 
five new members. 

Initiated and welcomed were 
Ruth Nicholas, Shirley Rapoff 
and Charlene Burns, all sisters, 
and Katherine Zboray and 
Dorothy Young, also sisters 

The latter two women are the 
daughters of Mrs. Pearl Ken- 
nerly, who became a BPW 
member three months ago. 

The guest speaker is married 
and the mother of two children. 

She holds a doctor of. law 
degree from St. Louis 
University and a doctor of 
philosophy degree in Spanish 
from the University of Texas 

Since the fall of 1976 when she 
joined the Madison County 
State’s attorney's staff, Mrs, 
Robbins has: prosecuted 20 
cases involving rapists and has 
obtained a conviction in each 
one. 

She has been commended by 
Illinois legislators at a public 
hearing and has received praise 
from Nicholas G. Byron, 
Madison County state’s a 
torney, who said Mrs. Robbins’

She is the first 
assistant state's attorney 
Madison County. 

“More women are willing to 
report acts of rape than ever 
before and that’s the only way 
to stop a rapist,” Mrs. Robbins 
said. 

“A rapist is a mean man,” the 
attorney stressed. ‘Onde out of 
prison, there is a good chance 
that he'll go back to prison. 
Most of them are repeaters.” 

Mrs. Robbins said there is no 
type of medication that appears 
to help a rapist, so far known. 
Although, she mentioned a new 
program is being studied and 
tried elsewhere in the country. 

She urged women to learn 
how to defend themselves 
against rape. If a rape does 
occur, report the crime im- 
mediately to police and furnish 
any description-and evidence 
that is available. 

A woman also should go to the 
nearest hospital. for an 
examination, she stressed. 

Since dealing with those 
haveing been charged with 
tape, Mrs. Robbins commented 
that she has never heard an 
accused rapist ever confess to a 
rape. 

“Sexual relations, yes,” 
said, “but never to rape.”” 

The attorney described the 
Rape and Sexual Abuse Care 
Center, now operating at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville, and reviewed the 
services offered there to vic- 
tims of rape and sexual dbuse.

Despite the threat of legal proceedings 
steking to reverse their action, Mayor 
Mike Sasyk and Madison aldermen this

removing from office a City Council 
member “who has been convicted and 
sentenced on racketeering and_ perjury 
charges. 

: It has been asserted that as long as an 
: appeal is pending, a case is not closed and 
} a conviction has not been verified by final 
; adjudication. There is some logic in this 
{ contention, but it has to be kept in mind 
) that the appeal process sometimes seems 
to go on endlessly. And Illinois law 
{provides a method of restoring lost 
: privileges to ousted elective officials who 
; are exonerated by successful appeals. 
: | Madison officials acted forthrightly in 
dealing with the issue of a convicted and 
+ sentenced alderman. 


Another factor they will want to keep in 
mind is that the trial spotlighted mid-1970s 
Madison tavern and brothel activity that 
spawned conditions under which 
racketeering ‘and acceptance of favors 
allegedly occurred. 

Condoning of such acitivity is blamed on 
three former night officers — the ex- 
aldermen and two others.

The greatest peril to interscholastic 
athletics is you, my friend the frantic 
fan. 

Specialization and overemphasis can, 
and are, -being curbed; officials trained: 
coaches and administrators are guided, 
but you, Mr, Fan, you answer to no one — 
no one, that is, until a program has been 
ruined, students penalized, young images 
shattered, because you didn't control 
yourself. | 

Perhaps it’S not all your fault, perhaps 
you have never been exposed to proper 
spectator decorum. At any rate, a few 
definitive guidelines may serve to protect 
the program and, at the same time, enable 
you to better enjoy whatever contest you 
are viewing, 

High school athletics were not developed 
as a sounding board for your immaturity, 
asa vehicle to “let off steam,” rid yourself 
of “frustrations,” etc; This may be all 
right in professional sports, where you pay 
a premium price to vent your emotions at 
athletes who are paid a premium salary to 
put up with your antics. - 

It's different in interscholastic contests.

If, indeed, you are sincerely interested 
in the continuation of interscholastic 


athletics, then keep a few basic points in 
mind: ° 

1. There is no such thing as a “right’’ to 
participate in interscholastic athletics. 
Whereas most academic subjects are 
mandated by the proper authorities and 
each student has a “‘right’”’ to be exposed to 
them, interscholastic athletics are con- 
sidered a ‘‘privilege” and the player or 
spectator who avails himself of it is ex- 
pected to conduct himself or herself ac- 
cordingly. 

2. Your team does not belong to the 
community. It belongs to the school, and 


that school has voluntarily agreed to abide © 


by a certain set of rules, so that all athletes 
may compete under the same standards. If 
these rules offend any special groups or, 


individuals to the point where they cannot 
conduct themselves rationally, then, by all 
means, these persons should be en- 
couraged to direct their energies 
elsewhere. 

3. Accept the fact that all high school 
athletes make mistakes. They are not 
perfect, and never will be. There is 
compensation, though, as these mistakes 
make high school athletics exciting and 
unpredictable. 

4. Remember that your coach is a 
teacher first. and coach second, and 
anytime you join any misguided souls in 
trying to reverse this order, you are taking 
the first step in destroying your program. 
Remember, no coach, player; or ad- 
ministrator wants to see a program fail. In 
most cases, failure can be attributed to the 
merciless. pressure of you, the fan, who 
played little or no part in the building of 
the program. Small wonder that the high 
school coaching field has the highest 
turnover of any coaching level. 

5. Make an attempt to learn the rules of 
the game and then leave the officials 
alone. Much time and effort is spent in the 
training of these officials. The spectator 
who constantly criticizes them is almost 
always ignorant of the rules. S 

6. Finally, keep in mind that you are a 
guest of the school, and that while winning 
is certainly an admirable goal, it is hollow 
if it comes at the expense of morals, ethics, 
and just plain common sense.

GC street program 
runs into problems 


Granite City’s $234,000 street 
resurfacing program that got 
under way Tuesday ran into 
immediate objections by some 
residents and resulted 
cancellation of at least one 
proposed street project, it was 
brought out during a meeting of 
the City Council Tuesday night 

In addition, protests were 

— made at the council session by a 
homeowner at Wilson Avenue 
and Sunset Drive who. charged 
the city was making a mistake 
in resurfacing Wilson Avenue 
with asphalt and leaving con- 
necting streets with their 
present concrete surfaces, 

Robert York, 2901 Sunset 
Drive, who was granted per- 
mission to address the counc 
said he came home from work 
Tuesday and found the street 
“covered with puddles of oil.’’ 
He said there had been no 
posting to make residents 
aware of the work, and that he 
believes it is ‘‘bad business’’ to 
make one street asphalt and the 
connecting street of concrete. 

“The whole subdivision 
should be asphalt or concrete,” 
he told the aldermen. ‘When 
freezing weather comes, the 
asphalt will break up .. . then 
how are you going to repair it?” 
York said 

Alderman Gerald Parmley of 
the Sixth Ward in which the 
project is located, said he was 
not informed by the city 
engineer's department that 
Sunset Drive was on the im- 
provement list. Earl Baker, 
also an alderman of the Sixth 
Ward, noted that he and Par- 
mley had left the list of street 
selections in that ward up to the 
engineers 

Monroe Brewer, city 
engineer, explained that Wilson 
Avenue was on the list of work 
‘approved by the City Council, 
but that the objections of 
residents on Sunset Drive 
resulted from oiling equipment 
proceeding through the in- 
tersection at Wilson Avenue. 

The oiling process provides a 
seal which is sanded and then 
oyerlaid with two inches of 
asphalt, Brewer said. 

The cancelled street project 
called for resurfacing Fron- 
tenac Lane from Westchester to 
Franklin. That job was can- 
celled, Brewer said, when 
residents along the street called 
the engineering department 
early Teusday before oil could 
be applied and objected to 
having the work done. 

Instead, Brewer noted, the 
resurfacing work will be shifted 
to St. Clair Avenue from 
Maryville Road to Edgewood 
Avenue. 

‘The resurfacing program was 
scheduled to start Monday, but 
was delayed until Tuesday 
because of rain. Spreading of 
the oil sealer began Tuesday, 
«but was halted again Wed- 
nesday because of rain. 

The work is being done by 
Reese Construction Co., under a 
bid of $234,901. : 

Twenty-one sections of city 
streets are to be resurfaced 
under the program, requiring a 
total of 30,557 lineal feet of 


blacktop paving, or a total of , 


5.78 miles. 

Streets to be resurfaced, and 
the length of the resurfacing, 
include: 

Niedringhaus, 20th to Adams, 
2,100 feet; | Washington, 
Niedringhaus to 22nd, 420 feet;

In a related action, the 
council Tuesday night also 
awarded a contract for 
resurfacing the approaches to 
the rail crossings on 
Niedringhaus Avenue in a 
program now under way by the 


railroads to replace the rail 
crossing, 

In that program, the city will 
be required tg resurface and 
widen about one-half block of 
the approach on each side of the 
Niedringhaus railroad tracks 
after the crossing is repaired 

The council awarded a con- 
tract to Maclair Asphalt Co. on 
a bid of $45,570 after rejecting a 
bid of C. D. Peters Construction 
Co. that was $50 less than the 
Maclair bid. The rejection was 
made necessary by an Illinois 
Department of Transportation 
requirement that any bidder on 
a project using motor fuel tax 
funds must operate its own 
asphalt plant to meet 
Specifications. 
~ Alderman Ronald Coleman of 
the street and alley committee 
reported the Peters bid would 
have to be rejected because of 
the state regulation. 

Brewer told the council the 
Niedringhaus Avenue crossing 
repair will cost a total of about 
$350,000, with the city to finance 
only the asphalt and widening 
costs under the Maclair con- 
tract. The track replacement 
and crossing repair will be 
financed by the railroads with 
aid from the Illinois Commerce 
Commissions grade’ crossing 
safety fund. 


Nearly all SIUC law 
graduates passing exam 


Graduates of Southern Illinois 
University at Carbondale’s 
School of Law are passing the 
Mlinois bar examination at one 
of the best rates in the state, 
according to David C. Johnson, 
associate dean. He said between 
85 and 95 percent of the SIUC 
graduates who take the Illinois 
bar examination pass it — a 
figure comparable to that of 
more established law schools 
such as the University of Illinois 
at Champaign. 

The SIUC law school opened 
in 1973. “It's a good law school 
that can start off right away 
competing with the U. of I.,” 
Johnson believes. 

Law students must pass the 
bar exam before they can 
practice law in Mlinois. In the 
school’s first full graduating 
class (1976), 79 out of 90 passed 
the bar examination on the first 
try. Of 21 members of the 1978 
class who have taken the exam 
so far, all but one passed. 

“SIUC also has an incredible 
rate of success for students 
taking bar examinations in 
other, states,” Johnson said, 


“especially since the school is , 


aimed at producing Hlinois 
lawyers, 

“The SIUC School of Law, 
with 258 students, has the 
smallest enrollment of the nine 
accredited law schools in 
Illinois. The student-faculty 
ratio of 15 to 1 is one of the most 
favorable in the nation. 

“Graduates who fail the bar 
examination generally are 


those who have not participated 
in an intensive review 
beforehand, or who were in- 
volved in too many outside 
activities during their final year 
of law school,” Johnson said. 

A student-run review offered 
by the Bar Review Institute 
(BRI) is conducted to help 
students pass the exam. The 
law school itself is not involved 
in conducting the review, but 
does provide space for the 
students. 

“Any graduate of ours who 
reviews — whether through BRI 
or on his own — has no excuse 
for failing the Illinois bar,” 
Johnson concludes.

Those of us who are responding 
to energy conservation pleas by 
keeping home temperatures some- 
what lower this winter are likely to 
stay somewhat healthier than those 
who continue to overheat their 
dwellings. 

The American Medical Associa- 
, tion reminds that temperatures in 
' the mid-60s are healthier than tem- 
peratures in the mid-70s 

Heating the interior of homes and 
Joffices during the winter removes 
‘moisture from the air. The higher 
jthe temperature, the dryer the air. 
Air with little moisture aggravates 
bronchial and other respiratory 
problenis. «Jt contributes to dry 
throat and nose, coughs, and dry, 
itchy skin 

The respiratory system doesn't 
cope well with sudden changes in 
temperature. Moving from an 
overly heated room into outside 
cold affécts the body adversely, 
causing coughs and ‘respiratory 
problems. The body adjusts to tem- 
perature changes gradually. 

There are no major health advan- 
tages inherent in keeping’ inside 
temperature somewhat lower, but 
there gre minor advantages that will 
add to comfort and well being dur- 
ing the winter. 

If the air inside your home is very 
dry even with reduced temperature 
levels, you might consider using a 
humidifier to add moisture.

“However, during the third 
quarter, imports have siphoned 
off from American steel firms 
those important increments of 
capacity utilization which could 
have enhanced our earnings 
and brightened prospects’ for 
future capital programs.

Also during the third quarter, 
National Steel christened its 
first 1,000-foot super ore 
carrier, "It is expected to make 
significant contributions to ore- 
carrying capability and ef. 
ficiency in the years ahead,’ 
according to the chairman

They are worthy candidates 
in their own right. 


Dr. Donoghue in particular 
makes the point that, since 30 
percent of the school’s budget 
Involves medical research and 
education, a medical man is 
needed.

The Teacher Corps Training 
Program of Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville has 
been awarded a continuing 
grant of $135,938 by the U.S.

SPRINGFIELD — 
Republican Gov. James R. 

and Democratic 
challenger Michael J. 
agree more than they 
disagree on what policies 
should be followed in Illinois 
state government. . 

The campaign has 
reached the sound and fury 
stage a bit earlier than most. 
The name calling could equal 
that of the 1976 Democratic 
primary before the Nov. 7 
election date is reached. 

But before the oratorical 
smoke obscures the basic 
issues, it might be in order to 
review them and the ways the 
two candidates have 
indicated they will deal with 
them.

Bakalis making spirited 
race against governor

SPRINGFIELD — Each of 
the last five Illinois governors 
dropped in popularity by a 
uniform 200,000 . votes when 
they sought a second term, an 
analysis of voting records 
shows. 

The last two governors won 
the office the first time by 
margins less than that, and 
subsequently were defeated 
for a second term. 

The other three governors 
won the first time by more 
than 200,000 yotes, but won 
second terms by 
substantially closer margins. 

Going back to the 1940s, 
here are the pluralities of 
pespbals eae a second 


Omighe Green — Won first 
term by 256,945 votes and won 
second term by 72,271 votes, a 
drop of 184,674; 

William Stratton — Won 
first term by 227,642 votes 
and won second term by 
36,877, a drop of 190,765; 

Otto Kerner — Won first 
term by 437,097 votes and won 
second term by 179,299, a 
drop of 257,798; 

Richard Ogilvie — Won a 
first term by 127,794 votes 


and lost second term by

These statistics . are 
interesting, we think, 


because of Gov. James 
Thompson's re-election 
effort. 

In view of the controversy 
surrounding the so-called 
Thompson Proposition on 
taxes, many persons are re- 
evaluating the challenge 
Democrat Mike Bakalis 
making to the governor. 

Thompson is still favored to 
win, but it’s obvious he 
cannot win by as large a 
margin as last time. In his 
first campaign, Thompson 
smashed the Illinois record 
books with a plurality of 
1,390,137 votes. 

For all practical purposes, 
it is mathematically 
impossible for the. governor 
to win re-election by that 
large a margin. 

Because of a change in the 
Illinois constitution, the 
governor no longer will be 
elected at the same time as 
the president. 

Since voters’ go to the polls 
in greater numbers for 
presidential elections, it’s 
unlikely a governor ever will 
have the opportunity to 
receive as many yotes as 
Thompson did last time. 

In the last off-presidential. 
election, 1974, approximately 
three million’ persons voted. 
In 1970 about 3,7 million 
voted. 

The March primary 
preduced a record low 
turnout, so most observers 
are predicting a low turnout 
in November, too.

To minimize damage and 
make letters more compatible 
with mail processing equip- 
ment, the U.S. Postal Service 
has set a new minimum size 
requirement for mailing letters 
which becomes effective on 
Nov. 30, according to the 
postmasters of the Quad-Cities. 

The new minimum dtmen- 
sions require that all mail 1s 
inch thick or less be at least 3", 
inches high, 5 inches long and 
0.007 inch thinck. 

Since this change will be 
made prior to the Christmas 
mailing period, _ postal 
customers that shop early for 
Christmas cards should be sure 
that the cards meet this 
minimum size. Those which do. 
not will be nonmailable, the 
postmasters said. 

In addition, mailers who 
deposit items which exceed 
certain limits will be subject to 
a surcharge yet to be deter- 
mined by the Postal Rate 
Commission. The postal service 
is expected to implement the 
surcharge early next year. 

First-class mail weighing one 
ounce or less and single-piece 
third-class mail weighing two 
ounces or ‘less will be’ sur- 
charged if the height exceeds 
6% inches, re length exceeds 
ll'y inches, the item is more 
than ‘4 inch thick, or if the 
length is less than 1.3 times or 
more than 2.5 times the height.

Time for gardening 
equipment clean-up 


Ry CHRIS DOLL 
Area Gardening Adviser 

‘The gardening season is about 
over and your garden equip- 
ment should be cleaned and 
winterized afler the final usage. 

Proper care will extend the 
life of the equipment, and 
gardening will be easier next 
spring with clean, sharp tools 
and easy-lo-start engines 

Hand tools should be cleaned 
so that they are free of dirt and 
rust. A putty knife and wire 
brush are gond tools for this. 

Coat all exposed tool metal 
with oil far protection against 
moisture. Then store in a dry, 
shellered area 

Gasoline engines on your 
power equipment need. special 
care. After the last use of the 
season, drain the gasoline from 
both the tank and the car- 
buretor, 


The easiest way to drain the 


carburetor is to drain the tank: 
then, let the engine run Jong 
enough to drain the carburetor. 
Drain the oil from the crank- 
case and refill with clean oil 

Grease and oil all fittings. 
Remove the sparkplug and add 
a few drops of oil in the hole. 
Turn the flywheel or crankshaft 
a few times to distribute the oil 
and grease on all surfaces. 
These procedures will protect 
all parts from wintertime 
corrosion, 

Sprayers should be washed 
and dried thoroughly. Make 
sure all hoses, pipes, and valves 
are drained. Then coat all 
moving parts with oil before 
storing in a dry location. 

A final step in preparing 
equipment, for next year's 
gardening is to make all needed 
repairs now. You will then be 
ready for the first nice day of 
spring.

Wood stoves 
are efficient 


By WAYNE B. SIEFERT 
Area Horticulture Adviser 
Energy experts report. that 
some wood burning stoves are 
four times more efficient than 
fireplaces. 


When wood is burning, a 
majority of the heat comes from 
the combustion of volatile 
gases. Fireplaces are less ef- 
ficient because they do not 
retain these gasses long enough 

Chimneys directly above the 
fireplace create an air flow 
upward that removes some of 
these gases before they can 
burn, 


If you go to bed with the 
damper partly open because 
embers remain, the continuous 
air flow up the chimney may 
remove more heat from your 
house than the fire has 
produced for your benefit. 

While wood-burning stoves 
can be very efficient, some have 
more emphasis on style than 
efficiency. 


Before buying a stove, con- 
sider the cost of installation and 
how the stove will be used. It 
can be used for regularly 
heating the entire house or just 
one or two rooms. 

It can also be used for con- 
versation or for occasional use 
in a power outage.

In 1976, Illinois ranked 46th in 
the nation in paying benefits 
within 14 days. Currently, the 
state ranks fourth in the nation 
in getting out unemployment 
checks within a two-week 
period. 

“We believe those who 
deserve it should receive 
unemployment benefits as 
quickly as possible,"” Thompson 
said. “However, we also will 
continue aggressive measures 
to make certain that those who. 
don’t qualify, don't get paid.” 


Revenue to the Unem- 
ployment Trust Fund will in- 
crease due to the Bureau's 
efforts in collecting delinquent 
taxes from employers. 

In 1976, $1.8 million back 
taxes was collected. By year’s 
end, an estimated $5.7 million 
will have been received. 

The other major program of 
the Bureau of Employment 
Security, the Job Service, has 
also shown improvement, 
Thompson said. 

In the October —1977- 
September. 1978 federal fiscal 
year, over 165,000 people were 
placed in jobs by the Job Ser- 
vice, up from 120,000 in 1975-76. 
Included in that number are 
increases in placement of 
unemployment claimants and 
reipients of Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children. 

Claimant job placements 
grew from 19,000 in 1976 to 
33,000 in 1978, and AFDC 
recipient placements increased 
from 9,400. to 13,700 during the 
same period. Minority job 
placement by the Bureau has 
increased from 55,000 in 1976 to 
84,000 in 1978.

$1,200,000 for postage, 
handling and legal 
advertisements in 
newspapers. 

Dixon’s office obtained a 
bulk mailing permit so each 
pamphlet cost 8.4 cents to 
mail. 


Only a small percentage of 
the persons receiving the 
pamphlet will bother to read 
all of it, we suspect, and even 
fewer will understand what it 


means, 

Although the pamphlet is 
well written, the subject 
matter is difficult to 
comprehend without 
considerable study. 

When most persons think of 
a referendum in November, 
they think of the so-called 
Thompson Proposition. That 
proposition, an advisory 
referendum calling for an 
unspecified limit on taxes and 
‘spending, will be on the ballot. 


The controversy swirling 
around the Thompson 
Proposition has completely 
overshadowed the 
amendments which will be 
voted upon. 

The — first proposed 
amendment calls for | the 
continuation of the present 
personal property tax on 
business entities. 

Prior to 1970, personal 
property taxes were paid by 
both individuals and 
businesses. The state 
constitution adopted that 
year established Jan. 1, 1979, 


as the effective date for 
abolishing the personal 
Property tax for busine be 

However, that time 
no legislation has been 
approved which would 
provide tax dollars to replace 
the revenue lost by the 
elimination of the tax. 

The business community 
and the political 
establishment have agreed 
the best solution to the 
problem is to continue the 
tax. And that takes a 
constitutional amendment. 


The, Illinois = House 
approved the measure 134 to 
21 and the Senate 53 to 0. 

As far as we know, the only 
Opposition to the proposal is 
by retail merchants groups. 
Retailers want the tax to end. 
They feel they | pay a 
disproportionate amount of 
the tax because of the 
inventories they) must 
maintain. Most other 
elements of the business 
community staunchly 
support the extension 
proposal, 

However, there is no 
guarantee ‘the amendment 
will be adopted, and, in fact, 
some tax experts think there 
is a good chance it will be 
defeated. 

Experienced tax 
consultants and political 
observers think it will take a 
massive educational 
campaign to inform the 
voters on the subject. 

If anyone plans to spend a 
bundle of money advertising 
the proposal, the plans 
haven't surfaced. 

Without advertising 


money, the candidates would 
have to talk about the issue, 
and that’s not being done. 
Neither Gov. James 
Thompson nor Democratic 
challenger Michael Bakalis 
has discussed the issue much, 
and that’s understandable 
because they don’t want to be 
identified as asking citizens 
to vote “yes” on any tax. 

What happens if the 
referendum fails? 

The legislature would be 
obligated to find a 
replacement tax prior to Jan. 
1, Therefore, the lawmakers 
have pending a bill which 
includes; an additional 2.5 
percent income tax on 
corporations; a new 1.5 
percent tax on partnerships, 
associations, estates and 
trusts; and 1.5 percent added 
tax on utilities. 


The blue pamphlet also 
contains an explanation on a 
second proposed 
constitutional amendment 
concerning tax exemptions 
for veterans organizations. 


The constitution now 
permits property tax 
exemption _ only for 
government and school 
property, religious property 
and agricultural societies’ 
property. 

The amendment provides 
that post homes of veterans 
organizations could also be 
exempted from property 
taxes. 

Obviously, neither issue is 
likely to cause enough 
interest to produce a greater 
turnout at the polls on 
election day.
